rival K«nerais, Luna aud Mascardo. 
Th«y war* actually drawn up la battle 
array. 

nils and a positlTe conflrmatlon of 

tka news that Luna has been danger- 
tHUAy wounded in the shoulder in the 
iNittl* ot Saint Tomas are the most 
importaiit Itama of Intelligence 
braucbt by the army gunboata Laguna 
de Bay and CavailonKa. which returned 
from a brisk expedition up the San 
Fernando river. 

It waa immediiUely before the battle 
of Saint Ttnnaa that tb« inturtMits ao 
nearly arrived at the point ot begin- 
ning to exterminate one another. 
When General Luna beard that an en- 
gagement with the American troops 
waa InavltaMo h« aant back an aide 
poet haata to Bacolor, where Oeneral 
Mascardo was, demanding reinforce- 
ments. Mascardo's reply was that he 
would take orders from no one but 
Agulnaldo. 

This defiance ° so infuriated Luna 
that, in spite of the Impending conflict 
with tho common enioiy. he took 1,500 
of his soldiery aud made a forced 
march to Bacolor intaat oo chaatiaing 
fela oomradU In arms. 

Maaeardo was nothing loth to fight it 
out, and ordered his command Into line 
of battle. Shouts of hatred and defl- 
aac* wara bailurd on both sides. 

Outalda the oppoaing forcssv the in- 
surgent aamp waa all confusion. Ag- 
uinaldo, terrified by the situation, or- 
dered his chief of staff. Colonel Ar- 
guelles, to make peace ut all hazards, 
the aoldierf ha^ ^^f^ pieces 
and were waiting for 'orders to begin 
the onslaught when Arguelles galloped 
between the lines, frantically waving 
a flag of truce. 

Tftere waa ao angry conference be- 
tw«aa him and tlie rival generals. Ag- 
ulnaldo was drawn into It. With all 
the intensity at bis command, he 
bagged Luna and Mascardo not to 
l^luB'ta the Filipinoa into civil strife at 
a time when they were already broken 
and demoralized by siicceaaive defeata 
at the bands of the Americans. 

His entreaties prevailed. Luna sul- 
lenly returned to the front, after the 
commanding general had provided him 
with reinforcements and ordered Mas- 
cardo to be courtmartlaled for not 
having sent them at first. 

The battle of Saint Tootas followed, 
aad Luna, on whoae ferocity in the 
Held Agulnaido plaead bia chief reli- 
ance, received wounds thai will surely 
disable him for the rest ot the Cam- 
paign, and may cause bia dtatb. 

Major DlBKcai Wonadad.

Major bigglea and tl« pri- 
vate, together with 10 typhoid patients, 
were t>rougbt by special train to MaM- 
lUt. '

A warrant had been sworn out 
before 'Squire Frasae (or the arrest ot 
Henry Cottrell, charged with forgery, 
and Coonrod started out to get his 
man. In Shoots bridge, near liourne- 
Tiile, he met Stuart Pricer, and com- 
manded him to halt, claiming that 
Pricer was Cottrell. Pricer refused, 
and thereupon Coonrod sbot at him, 
one bullet taking effect In Prlcer's 
side. Pricer knocked Coonrod off the 
bridge and then came on to town to 
get his wound dreaaed. In -the mean- 
time, Coonrod olAmbered back on the 
bridge just in time to meet two young 
ladies, one of whom was Cottrell's 
sister. Coonrod claimed she was Cot- 
trell la diagulae, and inaisted on mak- 
ing a medical examination to prove 
that this was not the case. The girl 
fainte<l, and was finally released by the 
constable. 

Pricer, after having hla wound at- 
teodfld to, swore out a warrant againat 
Coonrod. 

Coonrod had his hearing and was 
bound over on the charges of assault 
and shooUng with Intent to kill, thk 
former preferred by Mlsa Cottrell aad 
tlia latter by Stuart Pricer.

"I have had Edward Atkinson's pam- 
phlets in my house for some time. I 
looked them over to ascertain if they con- 
tained anything which was at all likely 

to m<luce .\(iniirdl Dewey, General Otis, 
General Miller and Parks, Schurman and 
Worcester to throw up their cooiniissioos, 
abandon their salaries and go over to the 
enemy. Finding there was not, I con- 
cluded that McKinley and tbe members 
of his Cabinet had simply been making 
asses of themselves, as has been their 
custom at least once a week for the past 
year. 

"About every man I have met on tbe 
street to-day has written for copies of the 
Atkinson pamphlets, and if the author 
is at all grateful he will send the Admin- 
istration a letter of thanks for the free 
advertisement it has given him. 

''McKinley and his counselors doubt- 
less feel easier than they did, for the 
Associated Press dispatches inform us 
that tbe five pamphlets were seized by 
the poatolfice officials of San Francisco, 
and are now safely in the custody of this 
great republic. 

"It was hardly necessary for Mr. Atkin- 
son to remind us that McKinley had 
said: 'Forcible annexation would be 
criminal aggression,' for what McKinley 
may say, for or against a proposition, 
doesn't count with those who know him ; 
le has a habit of getting on both sides of 
a question— now silver then gold— now 
for the freedom of folks and then for their 
enslavement ; now for benevolent assimi- 
lation, and then for brutal subjugation;
